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Site Description 

The Patuxent Wildlife Research Center (PWRC) entails 12,800 acres and is divided into three tracts: north, central and south. 
The North Tract, north of the Patuxent River, was acquired from Fort Meade in 1991. The Central Tract is defined on its 
southern border by the Laurel-Bowie Road (state Route 197) and on the north by the Patuxent River.

Quarters 147 sits on tract 45a, adjacent to the central tract east of the Endangered Species area. This tract is approximately 36 
acres. On this tract sits a house with attached garage, an additional free standing two car garage, two outbuildings, a bam and 
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bird coup. Access to the site is off a gravel drive from the Laurel-Bowie Road (state Route 197). This drive is a circular drive 
with the house to the west and the bam to the northeast. The site slopes downwards from the road to the back of the tract. 

The site is grassy with mature trees mostly along former fence lines. There are several large cedars, and a variety of broad 
leafed trees on site. Right next to the drive, as you enter the property, there is an old black walnut tree. In addition there are 
two stands of bamboo; one in the middle of the yard and the other along the south side and rear of the bam (outbuilding #1.). 

Architectural Description 

Constructed ca. 1920, Quarters 147 is a simple two-story bungalow with front porch and full basement. The basement extends 
into a garage at die rear. This side-gabled structure has a central, shed roofed dormer at the front and rear of the house. All the 
roofs, main, dormers and garage are currently asphalt shingle. This rectangular house sits on a raised concrete foundation. The 
house has been clad in vinyl siding covering the historic wood siding. The historic siding had a 7" exposure and is still visible 
where the wall of the house meets the roof of the attached garage. The windows on the first and second floor have one over 
one double hung sash and are currently vinyl replacements of the original wood windows. The basement windows appear to be 
the original wood windows. 

Approximately 2500 sq. ft. of living space, Quarter's 147 is two bays wide and three bays deep. The first floor has a formal 
dining room, living room, kitchen, butler's pantry, two bedrooms, a bathroom and a sunroom wing on the west side. The 
second floor consists of three bedrooms, a bathroom, and numerous closets. The second floor stair is located in the center of 
the house. All living spaces have wood floors and plaster walls and ceilings. The living and dining rooms have faux beam 
ceilings.

Pedestrian doors are 
located on die west side of the main bam and die north side of its shed-roofed addition. The whole of the west front of die side 
addition is open for animal access to the stalls and mangers. 
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The main loft of the main barn has an opening at the south side, with a higher opening at the west gable end presumably to 
allow hay to be tossed down from a partial upper loft formed by laying boards across the upper collar beams. The original part 
of the chicken coup is constructed of timber framing similar to the barn and has an atypically high, gabled roof. The exterior is 
clad in spaced vertical siding with gaps between them. These two features may indicate that this coup was originally 
constructed as a small tobacco barn. The chicken coup has a later addition constructed of CMU. 

Significance 

The Duvall/Schafer farm is adjacent to the Patuxent Wildlife Research Center (PWRC) Central Tract. Doctor Charles Duvall 
started purchasing land along the Patuxent River throughout the first half of the 19* century. His plantation house, known as 
Goodwood (and later Gladswood) was located on a tract known as Moore's Industry. He passed away in 1862 willing the land 
plus Vi the negroes and personal effects to his son William W. Duvall. William W. Duvall passed away at the end of 1899 
leaving everything to his wife Jane Kerr Duvall. Nearby property owner John Snowden was the executor. Jane Kerr Duvall 
sold the property to Laura K. Matthews in May of 1906. Laura K. Matthews in turn sold the property on which Quarters 147 is 
located to Millard N. Schafer in April of 1908. 

Meanwhile the Gladswood property was purchased in 1914 by Fred Kluckhuhn, who farmed the land until it was sold in 1936 
to the United States Government. The house, Gladswood, was torn down at this time. This area known as the Kluckhuhn Tract 
#99, is home of the Endangered Species area and part of the Patuxent Research Refuge Historic District. 

Quarter 147 was acquired by the PWRC in 1970 with a life estate. The United States of America purchased 140.23 acres for $ 
355,000 from Millard N. Schafer and Marie L Schafer in July of 1970, tract 45 and 45a. The Schafer's reserved the right to use 
(he land until April 1, 1971 and the right to use and occupy 4.5 acres of land for life. At the time of purchase tract 45a had one 
residence, two garages, one barn and three sheds. 

The Patuxent Research Refuge Historic District has been declared eligible for listing in the National Register of Historic Places 
under Criteria A for its contribution to its development of American wildlife research. Quarters 147 and its associated buildings 
are located outside the proposed historic district boundaries and were acquired by the Patuxent Wildlife Research Center 
(PWRC) after the period of significance as identified in the determination of eligibility for this district. Were the extant 
buildings on the old Duvall/Schafer farmstead within the boundaries of the Eligible Historic District, the Residence (Quarters 
147), the Barn (Outbuilding #1.) and the Chicken Coup (Outbuilding #2) would be considered contributing structures. 

Although the residence represents a simple example of the Bungalow Style, it is neither unique nor a significant example of the 
type. A copy of a 1961 USGS map provided by the PWRC indicates that this farm previously contained a tight grouping of 
several outbuildings. Were they all still standing, this grouping might have provided historical information on early farming 
practices in this region, eligible for documentation and even listing in the National Register. The barn and chicken coup are 
very interesting examples of agricultural building types and construction but on their own would not merit individual listing in 
the National Register. 

We would recommend that even though these structures are not individually eligible for listing in the National Register, a 
thorough documentation of the two older outbuildings (Barn and Chicken Coup) would be a significant contribution to the 
history of the region. This might be accomplished by a Summer Historic American Building Survey project though a local 
architecture school.
